were 


scattered among broken and up- 
rooted pine trees. Their one-story 
rented homo was flattened. 
Last night at 7:30 Windsor, 36, 


died in Angelina County Hospit- 
al at Lufkln, 12 miles northwest 
of here. He suffered a punctured 
lung and a severe head injury. 


At 4:50 a. m. this morning, 


Shirley, her pelvis 
and 
collar 


bone broken, died in the 
same 
hospital—third of the family, to 
die. 


Betty Sue, In serious condition, 


has a fractured skull and torn 
left leg. Mrs. Windspr's only ap- 
parent injuries are minor cuts 
and bruises, but doctors say she 
suffered terrific shock.

enough to know that her world 
has turned over, 
is 4-year-old 


Linda. She has minor cuts and 
bruises. 
Thats' how a dipping, prodding 


tornado came into the life of the 
Windsor family yesterday. 


A clock found in the wreckage 
set the storm's arrival at 10:42 
a. m. There was little salvagable 
property 
left. 
The 
roof 
was 


found 300 yards away—in 
the 


top of some trees. 


Mrs. T. E. Murray, who lives 
1 1-2 miles from the white-paint- 
ed Windsor home, saw the storm 
coming. It was small and funnel- 
shaped. It seemed to dip crazlly 
in one direction and then anoth- 
er. 


Then, suddenly, it nicked the 


Windsor house. 
Besides 
the 
house, valuable 


pine trees surrounding it were 
destroyed. But the damage In 
that small area was the 
only 


property damage here. 


Blinding rain came 
quickly 


after the screeching tornado. At 
Lufkln 1.43 inches fell in 27 min- 
utes. 


A Mr. Curry, his car struck in 
a mudhole about a 
half 
mile 


'from the Windsor home, -was 
first to the scene. He walked be- 


cause roads in the area are trea- 
cherous, muddy and slippery and 
full of bogs. 


Few homes In the East Texas 


timber area . have 
telephones. 


Curry caried the unconscious do- 
dies to his brother's home, 400 
yards away. Not until 12:45 p. m. 
could he reach a telephone. 


Jeeps caried the Injured Wind- 


sor family to the highway, four 
miles away, where two automo- 
biles waited. 


The American Red Cross ar- 


ranged quickly to reimburse the 
Windsor survivors for all their 
property loss. This would not In- 
clude the rented home. 


For their Immediate needs, the 


surviving Windsors had the sym- 
pathetic help of hundreds of East 
Texans. 
Newspaper and radio 


stations, as well as the hospital, 
Kot innumerable telephone calls. 
Was there anything the caller 
could do to help? 


At the hour the tornado struck 


the barometer at nearby Lufkln 
dropped to 29.22, equalling the 
freakish 
all-time 
low "marked 


when the gulf hurricane hit last 
summer. 


East Texas still was uneasy to- 


day. 
Last night 
a 
beachcraft 


plane flying at 12,000 feet above 
Corrigan, 28 miles south of Luf- 
kln, 
reported "vast turbulence" 
at that altitude. 


It was still raining in this area 


this morning. Clouds were dark, 
heavv and threatening.

RIPLEY DIES 


AS. WIND 
STRIKES 


RIPLEY, Tenn., Feb. 13. 


—W—A 
deadly 
tornado 


ripped through the peace- 
ful lit+le farm community of 
Hurricane Hill early today 
and killed nine persons. 
Eight of the dead were mem- 
berg of the Wilson Carroll fam- 
ily, whose tenant home was swept 
away as they slept. An unldenti 
fed negro farm Woman also was 
killed. 
Four others were report 
ed injured slightly. 
The storm, cut for two or three 
miles over farmlands, demolishing 
three homes and damaging a few 
others In Its 150-foot wide swath 
It descended about 2 a m, bu 
first "word of the accident didn1 
reach here until five hours later 
Telephone lines had been blown 
down, and many people In the 
settlement-slept .thrgugh.-it all. 
Seven bodies of the Carroll 'fam 
lly were found In the wreckage 
of their home, scattered over 
i 
300-foot area amid • fallen trees 
The eighth was 800 feet from thi 
home site. 


Carroll was 34, his wife 27. Their 
six children ranged in age from 
less than one year to 10 years. 
Sheriff Wlllard Norvell of Lau 
derdale county was among the firs 
to reach the scene in a hard win< 
and a driving rain. He gave this 
account: 
"Three houses and all the trees 
in the path of the twister were 
on 
the 
ground. 
Some 
other 
houses were blown off the blocks 
A. couple of others were unroof- 
ed. 


"A lot of folks didn't know any 
body.had been hurt. But it shook 
houses and sounded like a freight 
train coming to some of them." 
Hurricane Hill is a small, pros 
perous farming community of £ 
few hundred persons. It is aboul 
58 miles north of Memphis 
in 
West Tennessee. 


SHREVEPORT, La., Feb. 13.— 
UP)—Tornadoes twisted death-deal- 
ing winds through 
Northwestern 
Louisiana, East Texas and South- 
ern Arkansas over the week end 
Thirty-four persons were reported 
killed and 200 injured. 


Twenty-six were believed dead 
in Louisiana, all in a 40-mile ra- 
dius of Shreveport. 
There were 
eight known dead in Texas. 
Louisiana's injured was estimat- 
ed at 100. So was the number of 
persons hurt in Texas. 
Hundreds 


of 
homes 
and 
other 
buildings 
were smashed. 


The tornadoes—spawned Sat- 
urday when a mass of cold air 
collided with a mass of warm, 
moist air — struck at least 20 
times in less than 24 hours. 
The number of dead in Texas 
and Louisiana had been reported 
as high as 42 at one time 
last 
night. But Louisiana state police at 
Bossier City scaled this 
figure 


down with a recheck that caught 
some duplications. 
First to feel the twisters was 
lower East 
Texas. 
A 
tornado 
smashed LaPorte, and Alvin Sat- 
urday afternoon. Another twister 
hit later that day at Chapel Hill, 
Bremond and Baileyville. At mid- 
night the tempo increased and 
with machine-gun 
rapidity 
the 
twisterg struck—at Corley, Groes- 
beck, Jericho, Fellowship, Haslam, 
Gill, Salem, and Hughes Springs, 
a] lin Texas; at 
Roytown near 
3astor, Sligo, 
Shreveport 
and 
Grand Cane, in Louisiana. 


The Shreveport Times gave this 


Breakdown of Louisiana dead- At 
Roytown, nine; Slack air force de- 
pot near Shreveport, six; Sligo, 
four; Hood's Quarters, on the out- 
skirts of Shreveport, two; Shreve- 
port one; Grand Cane. four. 
Twisterg In Texas killed three 
women near the little sawmill 
town of Haslam; an 18-months 
old boy and his father in a com- 
munity southwest of Lufkln; a 
woman, In the Jericho communi- 
ty near Haslam; an elderly wo- 
man as Corley, near Texa'rkana, 
and an ex-slave at La Porte. 
Arkansas reported 
much 
less 
damage and no injuries from 
a 
single tornado. 


There were few immediate esti- 
mates of damage. But it was put 
at $300,000 in the 
LaPorte-Alvin 
area; $35,000 at Hughes 
Springs 
and $25,000 at Corley. Most points 
lit in Louisiana were still wearily 
aking stock today. 
Texas bore the brunt 
of 
the 
storms Saturday and early yester- 
lay. but then they whip-lashed In- 
o Louisiana and wreaked greater 
lavoc.

is to be purchased by Sunray Oil 
Corp. from the Atlas Corp. for an 
amount in excess of $42,000,000. 


Floyd B. Odium, Atlas president, 
said the price is $56 a share. The 
agreement,

ment here over the week-end, also 
gives Atlas an option to buv up to 
750,000 shares of Sunray common 
for $12 a share until next Dec. 31. 


The transaction was described as 
giving 
Sunray substatntial addi- 


tions to its reserves of proved and 
indicated oil and gas for much less 
than it would have to pav to devel- 
op similar reserves through drill- 
ng, leasing and discovery. 


Meanwhile, C. H. Wright, presi- 
dent of Sunray, told directors at 
a meeting In Tulsa, .Okla., that the 
company's net income for 1949 is 
expected to amount to $10.200,000 
or $1.64 a share. This would com- 
pare with $15,644,234 or $2.78 
a

It was expected to sweep across 
the rest of Texas—through Hous- 
ton, Beaumont.

"This colder weather means more 
stable conditions, not subject to 
such violent changes in pressure," 
a weather bureau spokesman said. 


That, in turn, means tornadoes 
are much less likely than during 
the relatively mild temperatures 
which prevailed over the storm- 
stricken week-end. 
Light snow

falling this

rillo, Lubbock, El Paso, Guadalupe 
Pass and Wink. 
The colder weather also probably 


means an end, for now, to the 
drenching rains which sent many 
East Texas streams to near flood 
level. 
However, the weather 
bureau 


posted a flood warning to livestock 
owners on the Trinity river. Two 
highways and one county road were 
closed in Navarro county follow- 
ing 2.27 inches of rain. 
Highway 309 was closed south of 
Kerens and the Trinity had High- 
way 287 closed between Corsicana 
and Palestine. 
Tho road between 


Corsicana and Roane was blocked 
because of high water from Cham- 
bers Creek. 
None of the West Texas snow 


was heavy. That which fell at Mid- 
land today melted on the ground.

posed. The staunchest sup- 
porters of the act, including 
its authors admit that it con- 
tains errors which ought to 
be corrected. The attitude of 
Lewis, more than any other 
single 
factor, 
influenced 


Congress not to repeal or al- 
ter the law last year. Now 
new acts of Lewis have'tied 
the hands of the most pow- 
erful ally labor had against 
the Taft-Hartley Law, the 
President, leaving him no al- 
ternative to use of the law 
after a year and a half of 
painstaking effort to dem- 
onstrate that the Taft-Hart- 
ley 
controls are not need- 


ed. 


Lewis and his organiza- 


tion are a serious problem 
for the people and the gov- 
ernment. They are a serious 
problem for the rest of or- 
zanized labor as well. It 
would be better to face the 
problem fully now and ham- 
mer out a solution, than to 
be satisfied, as we have 
been in the past,, just to get 
the coal mines operating 
again. 


We must be returning to 


normal. The matter of a new 
car is again becoming a pe- 
riodic question in the Amer- 
ican family.

United States and her Atlantic Al- 
lies have ioined in an Atlantic un- 
ion which would give them a "pre- 
ponderance of strength." 


The one-time diplomat said 
he 


agreed with the position that Sec- 
retary of State Acheson has taken 
against making any new peace bids 
to Russia. 


Clayton gave his views to a sen- 


ate foreign relations sub-commit- 
tee which Is studying proposals for 
strengthening the United Nations. 


The only way to meet the threat 


of Communism, Clayton argued, is 
for the United States to take the 
lead in forming a union 
which 


would have a single foreign poli- 
cy, a single currency, and no trade 
barriers. 


The U. N. Is not organized to 


deal with the cold war, Clayton 
said. 


He -added the United States must 


decide now what to do when the 
Marshall Plan spending ends 
In 


1952. 


He said this country can't contin- 


ue subsidizing the world. And he 
insisted the United States 
can't 


maaintain a free enterprise system 
if all Europe goes to Communism. 


Clayton said Russia will not start 


a shooting war until 
the 
Soviet 


leaders believe they can win. Right 
now the Russians are building up 
their military power, he said, and 
he added: 


"Where two great powers com- 


pete to see which can be better 
prepared, war is inevitable in time 


The threat of jch war will hang 


over the world, Clayton said, until
